brated ** Ghoat-Seer.” Christinnity, its moat formid- 
able opponent, has imitated the example of the an- 
ciont foes of the religion of the Savior, and aseribed 
‘‘ these spiritual rappings”’ to the influence of the 
Devil. 

A very large portion of rational, reflecting and anx- 
ious persons in this and other communities have, how- 
ever, ninid these numerous, strange and mysterious 
revelations, coming un they do ‘in such a question- 
ible shape,” and, like the amazed and startled Ham.
